begin in the name of Allah 35532, Lord of the Worlds and 
sending Peace & Salutations on our beloved Rasülullah 


Rasulullah iz; fex» had arrived in Madinah on the back of his 
camel. The camel had been commanded by Allah 322 to stop 
at the place which Rasülullah 22% 2 would make his home. It 
stopped at a place which was owned by 2 orphans from the Banü 
al-Najjar, Sahl ibn ‘Amr & Suhayl ibn ‘Amr šās. Rasulullah 
Acsa‘leii purchased this land off the 2 orphans. According to 
some narrations, Abū Bakr šas paid 10 dirhams for the land. 


Rasūlullāh 22%. ordered the land to be cleared. The date 
palms were cut down and the area was levelled. Rasulullah 
jc» then ordered for some unbaked bricks to be made. He 
would help carry them and recite couplets with supplications for 
both the Muhājirūn and the Ansar. 


The walls of the simple Masjid were made from the unbaked 
bricks, the pillars made from date palms and the roof was covered 
with date palm leaves. The Masjid had 3 doors with its Qiblah was 
in the direction of Bayt al-Maqdis. The living quarters of 
Rasülullah Zk were built to the rear right-hand side of the 
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Masjid. At that time 2 residences were built, one for Saudah 
< and one for *A'ishah Gais. 


The Ahle Suffah, the poor members of the Muslim community 
who had no place of their own, were also given a place to stay in 
the Masjid and were looked after by Rasulullah Z% xe and the 
other Companions Ales. 


The Qiblah remained in this direction for 16 or 17 months until 
the Revelation came from Allah 15k to now turn in the 
direction of Masjid al-Haram which was in the opposite direction. 
The Qiblah changed and now the residences of Rasulullah 
Acsacleciik were to front left-hand side of the Masjid. 

Haritha ibn Nu*man X< used to own some houses which were 
adjacent to the Masjid. One after another, he gave them all to 
Rasūlullāh iz; exi. Eventually all of the wives of Rasülullah 
Acsa‘letii would have their own residences around the Masjid as 


well as the close Companions of Rasulullah 2% 25%. 


Over the years, the Masjid was expanded and renovated a number 
of times. By the 7" year of Hijri the Masjid had come to some 
disrepair. Uthmān šās purchased some land next to the Masjid 
for 10,000 dirhams and gifted it to Rasūlullāh iz;Xxe. The 
Masjid was then rebuilt and slightly extended. 
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When Rasülullah 2% V; was succeeded by Abū Bakr 2⁄2, 
there was no change to the size of the Masjid. Whatever repairs 


were needed, were carried out. 


In the 17" year of Hijri during the time of ‘Umar 2⁄2 the Masjid 
was extended towards the front and western side. The residences 
of the wives of Rasülullah 28% were to the eastern side and 
left untouched. 


In the 29" year of Hijri during the time of ‘Uthman zs the 
Masjid was extended once again. This time the unbaked bricks 
were replaced with stone and the date palm pillars were also 
replaced with stone pillars. The roof of the Masjid was also 
replaced. Once again, the residences of the Mothers of the 
believers were left untouched. 


In the 77^ year of Hijri, the Masjid was extended by the order of 
Al-Walid ibn *Abdul Malik. This time the Rawdah - the resting 
place of Rasūlullāh dzsdežšļie and the residences of his wives, now 
became part of the Masjid. 


Since then, the Masjid has been extended a number of times to the 


extent we see it today. There are plans for future expansions as 
well and work has already commenced. 
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Yathrib 


he town where Rasulullah 42%. ¿23 had migrated to was 

called Yathrib. Yathrib is mentioned in the Qur'an in 

Surah al-Ahzab - The Confederates, as well as in many 
Hadith. In Tafsir ibn Kathir, it mentions that the town was named 
after an Amalekite named Yathrib ibn ‘Abil ibn Mahlabil ibn ‘Aws 
ibn ‘Amlaq ibn Lawadh ibn Iram ibn Sam ibn Nuh die. 


Suhayli mentions that it was narrated from some of them that the 
town was given 11 names in the Tawrah as follows:

How true were the words of Rasülullah zafo. Very soon 
Madinah would become the epicentre of the mighty Islamic 


empire. 
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The Place of the Funeral Prayer 


bū Sa‘id al-Khudri cdi; says when Rasulullah zsa 
migrated from Makkah, whenever any of the Companions 
was close to death we would inform Rasulullah zsak. 
Rasūlullāh 2.2 would come and seek forgiveness for them. 
He would remain with them from time the person would pass 


away until they were buried. 


Sometimes this would mean Rasulullah Zç would remain 
with them for quite a while. Therefore, the Companions decided 
that they would only inform Rasūlullāh Z% 2k once the person 
had passed away. It remained like this for a while, Rasülullah 
Acsacleiik would come and read the Funeral Prayers for the 
Companion, supplicate for them and ask for their forgiveness. 
Sometimes he would remain behind until the burial had taken 
place, other times he would leave after the Funeral Prayer. 


After a while, to make it easier for Rasülullah izsfe jte, we 
decided to take the deceased to his house so he could conduct the 
Funeral Prayers just outside of there. That is why this area was 
named *Mawdr al-Janaiz’ which means ‘The place of the Funeral 


Prayer’. 
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The Units of Prayer 
n the beginning of Prophethood, there were only two Salah 
which were obligatory, Fajr and ‘Asr. Then on the night of 
Mi‘raj - the ascension to the Heavens, Rasulullah izjfexe 


was given the command to read five Salah daily:

However all of the Fard (obligatory) units of each Salah besides 
Maghrib were all 2 units. In the 1* year of Hijri, in month of Rabi‘ 
al-Akhir, the Fard (obligatory) units of certain Prayers were now 
changed and a differentiation was made for those people who 
were travelling and those people who were residents. The table 
below shows the difference.

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The Muhājirūn & the Ansar 


he Muslims of Madinah were made up of 2 groups. The 

Muhājirūn were the emigrants who had come from 

Makkah and settled in the town. And then there were the 
Ansar, which means the helpers. This was the name given to the 
Muslims from Madinah. 


The New Arrivals. 
In the month of Rabi‘ al-Akhir, ‘Abdullah ibn Zubayr ea, was 
born. He was the first child born to a Muhajir and was the son of 


Zubayr ibn al-‘Awwam žzās and Asma’ Gadi, the daughter of 
Abū Bakr ieis. 


Also in this month Nu*man ibn Bashir edi, was born. He was the 
first child born to an Ansar and was the son of Bashir ibn Sa‘ad 
zeis and Amra’ bint Rawahah Gauls. 
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The Bond of Brotherhood 
any of the Muhājirūn who had come from Makkah had 
left their families, houses and possessions and arrived 





in Madinah. Rasulullah 2% We now gave an order 
for the Muhajirün, to form a bond of brotherhood with the Ansar, 
the Muslims who resided in Madinah. By forming this bond, the 
burden of stress and worry which the Muhajirün carried, of 
leaving their families and land of birth would be replaced by the 
love of the Ansar 


This bond would mean: 
4$ They would help each other in times of need 


% They would console each other in times of difficulty 

% The weak and poor would be strengthened by forming a 
bond with someone who was strong and able 

% The two different groups of Muslims would become 
united in one group, there would no longer be any sign of 
differentiation 

4$ All of them would 

hold tight to the 

rope of Allah 

legālā.

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The Bonds in Makkah 
A bond of brotherhood has also been formed between the 
Companions Ais in Makkah by Rasūlullāh 2 S. 


In Mustadrak al-Hakim, there is a Hadith narrated by Ibn ‘Umar 
zaks in which he mentions that STE ize created a 
bond of brotherhood between Abū Bakr “adil, and ‘Umar zeis, 
and such and such Companions. 


In the end there was only ‘Ali šas left. He said 'O Rasulullah 
Asie te, you have created a bond of brotherhood between your 
Companions, so who is my brother?’ Rasulullah dzs«deāje said, ‘I 
am your brother!’ 


Some of the bonds which were created the first time by the 
Rasülullah Āzs4eāje in Makkah were as follows:

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The Bonds in Madinah 
he second bonds of brotherhood took place in the house 
of Anas exile, 5 months after the migration to Madinah. 
45 Companions from the Muhājirūn were paired with 45 
Companions from the Ansar. Every Muhajir was made the brother 
of one Ansar.

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The Example of the Ansar 
he Muslims of Madinah, the Ansar remain an example for 
the ages. The way they fulfilled the bond of brotherhood 
with sincerity, you would be hard pressed to find a similar 
example anywhere in History. 


Whether it was land or money, wealth, or buildings, they would 
give it to their migrant brothers with whom they had made a 
bond. Some Ansar who had two wives would say to their migrant 
brother to choose whichever one they wanted. They would offer 
to divorce her so their Muhājir brother could marry her.

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year. The Muhājirūn would recompense them by working hard 
and putting in labour" 


Upon seeing the behaviour of the Ansar, the Muhajirün said to 
Rasülullah Z2% ke, that they have never seen such a people 
better than them. They were worried that the Ansar will get all 
the reward, and the Muhajirün will be left without any. 
Rasülullah Z. ke said no, as long as they keep on supplicating 
for them. 


May Allah 36x elevate the ranks of both the Ansar and 
Muhajirün and make them an example for us to follow. 
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Abu Umamah - As‘ad ibn Zurarah xei 


uring the time in which Masjid Nabwi was being built, in 

the month of Rabi‘ al-Akhir, Abd Umamah - As‘ad ibn 

Zurarah 22% passed away. Rasulullah Z¿2 said How 
unfortunate is the death of Abū Umamah X<, the Jews and the 
hypocrites will say that if he is a Prophet, then his companion 
would not die. I have no power from Allah for myself or for my 
companion’. This means that Rasülullah zafe has no power 
to stop anyone from passing anyway as this power only lies with 
Allah 355. 


After Abū Umamah šās passed away, the Banu al-Najjar got 
together and went to Rasūlullāh 2z5«íe(i». Abū Umamah z 
was their 'Nagīb', one of the 12 assistants Rasūlullāh 2% W 
had appointed during the pledge of Aqabah. The Banu al-Najjar 
asked Rasūlullāh 2% ke to appoint a person in his place, to be 
the new ‘Naqib’. 


Rasülullah ára said, You are my maternal uncles and we 
belong together, and I will be your Nagīb'. Rasulullah 22% W 
did not prefer that he chose one of them over the other. This 
became a matter of great honour for the Banu al-Najjar. 


Also in the month of Rabi al-Akhir, Kulthüm ibn Hadm Z<, the 
host of Rasulullah 355352, in Qub?’ passed away. 
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The Call to Prayer 


he Muslims began to settle as a community. Masjid Nabwi 
had been built and become the centre of all religious 
affairs as well as the place of Prayer.

Ibn ‘Umar žais said “When the Muslims arrived in Madinah, 
they used to gather together for Salah and used to guess the time 
for it. There was no call for it at that time" 


Naturally, this would cause some people to come early or late. 
Rasūlullāh Z% ke thought they must a find a way to call the 
people so they can congregate at the right time for Salah with 
ease. 


The Companions Ai; got together with Rasūlullāh 2% < 
and started to give their opinions, as to how best people should be 
called for Salah. 


Someone suggested a 'Naqüs'. This used to be the way of the 
Nasara’ - the Christians, calling people to prayer. The Nāgūs was

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a piece of wood which would be struck with 





another piece of wood (clapper), which 
would then cause a sound. Nowadays it 

would be similar to the bell which is rung, 
as a smaller piece of metal is struck against a 
larger bell which causes a sound. 


Someone else suggested a 'Büq'. This used to be the way of the 
Yahud, the Jewish call to prayer. The Büq was a horn which 
nowadays is called a Shofar 






which is made out of a ram's 
horn. The Shofar is blown in 
Synagogue services on Rosh Hashanah 
(Jewish new year), at the very end of Yom Kippur - the day of 


atonement. 


Another person suggested that a fire should be lit in a high place 
so people would see it and then gather for 
Prayer. Due to the resemblance of 
these calls to other religions, the 
opinions were not accepted by 
Rasülullah 2.5. 





The meeting finished and no decision had 
been made to decide on which method should be used. There was 
one Companion who was greatly affected by this concern. 
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The Dream 
uring this time, ‘Abdullah ibn Zayd ibn ‘Abdi Rabbi zziz 
saw adream. In another narration his name is mentioned 
as ‘Abdullah ibn Tha‘labah ibn ‘Abdi Rabbi žais. 


"Abdullah ibn Zayd Xediis5 came to Rasulullah dzzfežīfe and told 
him about his dream. He said, in his dream, he saw a man pass by 
him who was wearing 2 green garments. The man had a ‘Naqis’ - 
clapper in his hand (this was the instrument which was used by 
the Christians). ‘Abdullah ibn Zayd edi; asked the man ‘Will you 
sell this Naqus to me?'. The man asked him, what do you want it 
for. Abdullah bin Zayd ds said ‘I will use it to call people 
for Salah'. 


The man then said to him, 'Shall I tell you of a method which is 
even better than this’. ‘Abdullah ibn Zayd edi, asked him what 
that method was. The man then said, say the following words and 
he recited the words of the Adhan.

Rasülullah 
izrade then told ‘Abdullah ibn Zayd ZZ to tell Bilal 
zais the words as Bilal «s voice was louder than 


his. 








Bilal žá; then gave the first ever Adhan. The sound 
of the Adhan reached the ears of ‘Umar sū. As 
soon as he heard it, he immediately came out of his 
house, and went straight to Rasūlullāh dzs«deājie and 
said ‘I swear by the one who sent you with the truth, 
that I was shown the same things that ‘Abdullah ibn 
Zayd zís was shown’. Upon hearing this, 
Rasūlullāh Āzs«feāje said, ‘All Praise is for Allah’ 
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Salah is better than Sleep 
n a narration in Sunan ibn Majah, it mentions that Bilal ze 
added the following words to the Adhan of the morning 
prayer (Fajr Salah): 


ex Se p> Na! 


Salah is better than sleep 


Upon hearing these words, Rasülullah Z ke approved of 
them. So it is Bilal zas we have to thank for these beautiful 
words in the Fajr Adhan. 


The Adhan has since been used every day for every Salah around 
the world. If Allah 35532, wanted to, he could have sent it down 
as Revelation to Rasulullah 2%.¿%V but he chose the blessed 
Companions like ‘Abdullah ibn Zayd šas and ‘Umar XXW to 
show their high status in front of Allah 32. In MuSam 
Tabrani Awsat, it mentions Abu Bakr zís also saw the same 


dream. 


And what better way could there be to call a person towards 
praying to Allah 322, then the beautiful voices Allah 
322 has blessed us with. Each time we recite the words, each 
time we repeat the words after the Mu'adhdhin, Allah 3553 
rewards us. May Allāh JG; elevate the ranks of the 
Companions šāles. 
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The Jews of Madinah 


he majority of the people in Madinah were from the tribes 

of Aws and Khazraj. But there was also a sizeable number 

of Jews who had settled in Madinah and in Khaybar which 
is a town to the north of Madinah. In Khaybar they used to live in 
forts and these 2 towns were the centres for Jewish knowledge at 
the time. 


The Jews were people of the book and compared to the Polytheists 
who lived in the Hijaz, they had superior knowledge. From the 
Revelation they had been given, they possessed knowledge of the 
qualities and the signs of the last Prophet.

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The Treaty 
ive months after Rasūlullāh 24 migrated to 
Madinah, a treaty was made between the Muslims and the 
Jews, where both sides would be free to practice their own 
religions. The treaty included many terms, a summary of them is 
as follows: 


1. Qisas - Retaliation in Kind: The laws for this which have 
been followed from the past will be upheld with justice and 
fairness. 

2. Each group will have to give fidyah (ransom) with justice 
and fairness i.e. if there is a prisoner of a certain group, 
then in order to free 
this prisoner, it will 
only be the 
responsibility of that 





group to pay the 
ransom. Sothe Muslims 
would have to pay the ransom to free a Muslim prisoner 
and the Jewish tribes would have to pay to release a Jewish 
prisoner. 

3. All people will be equal when it comes to oppression, sin, 
and corruption. No one will be given special treatment, 


even if it is someone's son, meaning the son of a leader. 
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No Muslim will be allowed to pass sentence against another 
Muslim in retaliation for the murder of a disbeliever. There 
will be no permission to seek the help of a disbeliever 
against another Muslim. 

A lower ranking Muslim will have the same rights of 
offering refuge as the highest-ranking Muslims. 
Whichever Jews live under the Muslims, their protection 
will be the responsibility of the Muslims. There will be no 
oppression done to them, and there will be no aiding their 
enemies against them. 

A disbeliever or polytheist will not have the right to offer 
refuge to any Qurayshi or their wealth against the Muslims. 
They will also not be allowed to interfere between 

the Muslims and the Quraysh. y 






In times of war, the Jews will assist the Muslims. 
They do not have permission to provide 
help against the Muslims. 
If an enemy of the Rasülullah Z% ke attacks Madinah, 
the Jews will have to assist Rasūlullāh 42% 23%. 

All the tribes who are party to this treaty, if they wish to 
leave it, they cannot do so without the permission of 


Rasūlullāh dzsaeāje. 
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11. There will be no permission to help anyone who is causing 
trouble. 

12. If the Muslims wish to have a truce with anyone, then the 
Jews will also have to be party to this truce. 

13. If a Muslim is killed, and there is a witness, then Qisas will 
be done except where the guardian of the one who has 
been killed agrees to accept blood money. 

14. If there is ever any dispute or a difference of opinion, then 
this will put to the attention of Allah 3922, and his 
Messenger izgājis. 


The three main Jewish tribes, the Banū Oaynugā”, Banu al-Nadir 
and Banū Ourayzah were all party to this treaty. Due to them not 
following Rasulullah zafi, he entered into this treaty with 
them to stop corruption and mischief from spreading. 


Rasūlullāh zafo had taken the 
initiative to create a community where 
there was peace and harmony between 
all parties and how they could live 
together, help each other, and come to 
each other's aid at times of need. 
However all three tribes, one after the 
other violated the terms of the treaty 
and we shall what happened to them 





later on. 
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The Expeditions 


he Commandment now came down to strive in the path of 

Allah 35%. Up until this point, the Muslims had to 

endure a lot of suffering, especially in Makkah at the 
hands of the Quraysh. The Companions #Z2 were inflicted with 
torture, pain, and humiliation yet they did not retaliate. Allah 
362, then sent the following Revelation:

"Permission (to fight) is given to those against whom fighting is 
launched, because they have been wronged, and Allah is 
powerful to give them victory. (39) (They are) the ones who 
were expelled from their homes without any just reason, except 
that they say, "Our Lord is Allah."" 


Rasūlullāh 22% and the Muslims had established the first 
Islamic Society and hostility towards them would now increase. 
The people who wished to cause them harm would also increase. 
But now Allah 35532 had given them permission to fight and 
right the wrongs which had been committed against them. The 
next few years would see the meteoric rise of Islam in the Hijaz.

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Classifications of Expeditions 

ith regards to the expeditions, they can be categorized 
into two different types, as shown below depending 
on whether Rasülullah Z ke participated or not. 





Gazwah (plural Gazwat) Those expeditions in which 
Rasülullah Āzs«feāje personally 
participated in 


Sariyah (plural Saraya) Those expeditions which were 
ordered by Rasulullah izs«fex 
but he did not take participate in 
them 





There is a difference of opinion as to how many Gazwat there were 
in total. Some have put the figure as high as 28. The reason why 
there is a difference, is that some Gazwat occurred very close to 
each other, sometimes in the same journey, so they have been 
classified as just one expedition by some scholars, whilst others 
classified them as separate expeditions. 


The first Gazwah took place in the month of Safar in the 2™ year 
of Hijri and was called Gazwah Abwa’.

There were also no expeditions in the 10" and 11" years after Hijri 
as the farewell Hajj took place in the 10™ year and soon after in 
the 11™ year, Rasūlullāh dzs«dežjie left this worldly abode. 
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Summary of Saraya 
here is a difference of opinion on the number of Saraya 
that took place. Ibn aija 125 has mentioned there were 
40, ibn "Abdul Barr i=; said 35, ibn Ishaq 3W said 38, 
Waqidi 22 said 48 and hd Ae, 56. 


If we take the minimum amount which is 35 and we add that to 
the amount of Gazwat that took place (28), then there were at least 
63 expeditions in the space of a few years and many of them lasted 
for several weeks when you take the journey time into account. 
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The First Expedition 


even months after the migration, in the month of Ramadan 

in the 1* year of Hijrah, Rasulullah zaf sent Hamzah 

zaks on the first expedition leading 30 Muhājirūn towards 

the area of Sayf al-Bahr via al-Is which was to the west of 
Madinah. 





A Qurayshi caravan of 300 mounted people under the leadership 
of Abū Jahl was returning back from Sham to Makkah. 


Hamzah 2 reached the area and both sides faced each. The 
battle lines were even drawn. Majdi ibn ‘Amr al-Juhni, came in 
between the two sides and prevented hostilities. The Qurayshi 
caravan then returned to Makkah and Hamzah edie; returned to 
Madinah. 
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The First Arrow 


ight months after the Hijrah, in the month of Shawwal, 

Rasulullah Ze sent 60 or 80 Muhājirūn under the 

leadership of ‘Ubaydah ibn al-Harith īsās towards Batn 
Rabigh. Again, there were no Ansar, no Muslims from Madinah in 
this expedition. 


The standard of ‘Ubaydah ibn al-Harith eds; was white in colour 
and was carried by Mistah ibn Athathah ibn al-Muttalib ibn ‘Abd 
Manaf ‘edie. 


When the Muslim army reached Rabigh, there were 200 people in 
the Qurayshi party including Abū Sufyan. General | 







hostilities did not occur however arrows were 
exchanged between the 2 sides. In this 
expedition, Sa‘ad ibn Abi Waggās #4, 
shot the first arrow in Islam. 


During this expedition, there were 2 Companions who had earlier 
embraced Islam, but could not migrate to Makkah due to the 
Quraysh. Their names were al-Miqdad ibn ‘Amr and ‘Utbah ibn 
Ghazwan ®t. They joined the Qurayshi Caravan in the hope 
that as soon as they get an opportunity, they will join the Muslims. 
When the opportunity arose, they both left the caravan and joined 


the Muslims. 
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The Well of Ruma 


Rasūlullāh 2% ¿Ve had to oversee all aspects of life for the 
Muslims in Madinah and this included how they lived. When 
Rasūlullāh izs4feXv arrived in Madinah, all of the wells apart 
from the well of Ruma were not sweet. This was a cause of 
concern as sweet water was needed for drinking. 


The owner of this well was a Jewish person who would not give 
the water for free, he would always charge, and this proved 
difficult for the poor Muslims. Uthmān šās purchased this well 
and gave it to Rasulullah <csae2ii in exchange for a fountain in 
Jannah. The well was given in the service of the Muslims. 
Whoever wished to drink from it was free to do so, there would 
never be a charge ever again. 
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Summary of Event in the 1* Year of Hijri 


There is a total of 20 events in this year.

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> Rasülullah dzsešje sent for his wife Saudah zz and 
his daughters who were still in Makkah. His eldest 
daughter, Zaynab Gadi, did not come at this point. 


> The family of Abū Bakr sā also migrated to Madinah. 


» The greatest Scholar of the Jews, ‘Abdullah ibn Salam 
zeis embraced Islam.

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summary 
asūlullāh 2%%% had finally completed his journey 
from Makkah to Madinah. A place had been chosen for his 
dwellings as well as Masjid Nabwi. 


There was now an opportunity to establish a just rule and create 
a society based on the laws of Allah 322. There were many 
challenges which Rasulullah zań faced. 


How would the many Muhājirūn be looked after who had also 
migrated to Madinah leaving all of their wealth and possessions 


behind? 


How would he create a peaceful and harmonious society with 
disparate groups of people? 


How would he protect the Muslims from the ever-increasing 
threat of the Quraysh and their allies? 


How would he look after the poor Muslims who had no homes and 


no families? 
Rasulullah 2% ke took immediate steps to solve these issues. 


He created a bond of brotherhood between the Muhājirūn and the 
Ansar, pairing one Companion from each party with each other. 
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This allowed the Muhajirün to feel welcomed and gave them an 
avenue to become self-sufficient. 


A treaty was made with the Jews to allow both groups to practice 
their own religions freely and also come to each other's aid in 
times of need. 


Allah Ss; now gave Rasulullah 2% e and the Muslims 
permission to strive in his path. Rasülullah Jcs.ccaii started to 
send small expeditions to intercept the Qurayshi Caravans and 
disrupt the trade routes which were a lifeline for the Quraysh. 
Madinah was ideally placed to launch these parties as it lay on the 
trade route between Makkah and Sham. 


A special place was made for the poor, the people of Suffah in 
Masjid Nabwi where they could stay and could be looked after by 
the other Companions. 


The first year of the new Islamic Society had come to an end and 
Rasūlullāh Z% ke had brought together two different people 
from two different societies, the Muhajirün and the Ansar. He had 
healed the generations old differences between the Aws and the 
Khazraj in Madinah as wellas seal a treaty with the Jews. The 
next year would see one of the greatest battles in the history of 
Islam, the battle of Badr. 
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
